The auditorium feature is one that 
appeals to the entire community, be- 
cause it will afford a place for all im- 
portant gatherings of Our Town, where 
meetings, entertainments, etc., can be 
held in a safe, cheerful and comfortable 
place. Besides, it will provide facilities 
for motion pictures of high order which 
it is expected will be shown two or 
three evenings each week. 

Several committees of the Associa- 
tion have been working on this project 
for many months, and are now busily I 



engaged drawing in the various strings 
that go to make up the rope which will 
tie the entire plan together, after which 
the final details and data will be ready 
for announcement. 

The many boys of our community are 
waiting with eager anticipation the 
consummation of this big work. They 
deserve all the Town can give them, 
these boys of ours, and Narberth will 
not be found lacking when it conies to 
providing intelligent, healthful and up- 
building facilities to entertain, instruct 
and guide the youth of the community, 
which is not only essential for their 
good, but for our own good as a Town, 
a State, and a Country. 

Already a good number of public- 
spirited citizens have gotten behind 
the project with generous offers of as- 
sistance. It is hoped and expected that 
all will want to help in their own way, 
and opportunity will be afforded shortly.

The faculty of the High School num- 



bers eight, exclusive of the teachers of 
Physical Training, .Music and Art and 
! Domestic Science. Every member of 
the High School faculty has had experi- 
ence prior to coming to Narberth, and 
the colleges represented are Cornell, 
Teachers' College Columbia I'niversity, 
Wilson, Eaiieliffe, Allegheny, Vassar, 
Swarthmore, Drexel Institute, Syracuse 
I'niversity, St. Lawrence University, 
I'niversity of Pennsylvania and Oberlin. 

The Narberth Schools are organized 
on the six-six plan; the lower six grades 
comprising the Elementary School, the 
tipper six the Junior and Senior High. 

Kxery member of the faculty of the

To the Editor of Onr Town: 

In the issue of Our Town September 
20 there appeared an announcement of 
several proposed improvements in the 
local V. M. C. A. 

Since the Memorial Committee seems 
to be sort of "up a tree" tor a fitting 
and proper memorial that would be a 
real token of appreciation by the people 
of Narberth for the service the young 
men rendered in the war, might it not 
be possible to consider combining both 
the projects and giving Narberth an 
auditorium, which is a real necessity; 
a swimming pool, which will surely be 
appreciated and patronized; large game 
rooms for men and boys, particularly 
for boys who might be kept off the 
street corners, and moving pictures sev- 
eral nights a week, which can be well 
supported by a community the size of 
Narberth. 

The present inactive Y. M. C. A. 
building, with the plot, of ground ad- 
joining it on Havcrford avenue, is cer- 
tainly an ideal location for such features 
and it appears that the project could 
be approved and financed by the people 
of Narberth, provided it were managed 
in a manner to suit the large majority 
of the people. 

Would it not be possible to build a 
combination of swimming pool, fire 
house and game rooms on the present 
plot adjoining the Y. M. C. A. on Hav- 
crford avenue, and make a real audi- 
torium out of the present Y. M. C. A.? 
With this plan, the revenue from the 
old fire house building and hall would 
be put into the new proposition, which 
might help materially in financing it 
and at the same time give the Fire 
Company an up-to-date house for their 
equipment. There would be no trouble 
in disposing of the present fire house at 
a good figure. 

If the people arc willing to raise the 
money for the proposed Y. M. C. A. 
improvements, and allow the Y. M. C. A. 
to spend it for them and manage the en- 
tire proposition, very good, but. might it 
not be better to turn the whole corner 
into a community centre which could 
be participated in by every resident — 
man, woman, boy or girl — regardless of 
sect or creed 

There is a question in the writer's 
mind as to whether there is room in our 
town for an institution of this magni- 
tude that is primarily limited to Pro- 
testant young men. Of course, the scope 
can be enlarged to take in others; but 
would the restrictions of the Y. M. C. 
A. be in this ease extended to make it a 
real modern democratic proposition? 

The writer's idea is not to knock the 
V. M. C. A. improvement, but rather to 
show the necessity of features that they 
mention and try to promote the whole 
proposition according to the spirit of 
the times, and at the same time to con- 
sider a soldiers' memorial which will 
be a substantial improvement to the 
town, a credit to the boys themselves 
and the people who supported them in 
the war for right.
